New Delhi, the 27 th October 1971 

S.O, 4049. —Whereas the Central Government is of opinion that in exercise of 
the powers conferred by Section 6 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) 
Act, 1063 (22 of 1963), it is necessary and expedient so to do for the development 
of export trade of India that Carpets shall be subject to quality and inspection pirtor 
to export. 

And whereas the Central Government has formulated the proposals specified 
below for the said purpose and has forwarded the same to the Export Inspection 
Council, as required by subrule (2) of rule 11 of the Export (Quality Control and 
Inspection) Rules, 1964. 

Now, therefore. In pursuance of the said sub-rules, the Central Government 
hereby publishes the said proposals for the information of the public likely to be 
affected thereby. 

2. Notice Is hereby given that any person desiring to forward any objections 
or suggestions with respect to the said proposals may forward the same within 
thirty days of the date of publication of this notification to the Export Inspection 
Council, “World Trade Centre", 14/IB, Ezra Street, 7th Floor, Calcutta-1. 

Proposals 

(1) To notify that carpets shall be subject to quality control and inspection 
prior to export. 

(2) To recognise the specifications as set out in annexure 1 to this notification 
as the standard specification for marpets. 
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(3) To specify the type of quality control and inspection in accordance with 

draft Export of Carpets (Quality Control and Inspection) Rules, 1971 set out in 

nnexure-II to this notification as the type of Qaulity Control and Inspection 
hlch shall be applied to such carpet prior to their export. 

(4) To prohibit the export, in the course of international trade of carpets unless 
le same is accompanied by a certificate issued by any of the Export Inspection 
-gencies established under Section 7 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspec- 
on) Act. 1903 (22 of 1963) to the effect that the carpets are exportworttyy. 

2. Nothing In this notification shall apply to the export by sea, land or air of 
sample-size (12" x 12") of carpets to prospective buyers. 

3. Definition .—:In this notification “carpet” means Indian harid-lenotted woollen 
arpets manufactured from hand-spun wool, pile yarn having not less than 12,000 
lots per square meter and Includes Persian, moborik, Indo berber and other 
esigns upto 32,000 knots per square meter,

A tolerance of -t 2.5 per cent 
oth on the length and width of the carpet shall be permitted subject to a moxi- 
rum of 15 cm. in length and 7.5 cm. in width. 

2.2. The measurements of two diagonals of a carpet shall not differ by more 
iftn 2 per cent when calculated on the basis of the average of the measurements 
f two diagonals. 

3. Knots per square meter.—' The number of knots shall not be less than 12X100 
ir S q. meter and shall not vary from the contractual specifications by more than 

5 per cent. 

4. Depth of pile.—The depth of pile shall be as contracted for and shall not be 
ess than 3 mm. (3/S"). 

5. Composition of piles.—The pile yam shall be 100 per cent wool unless con- 
racted for otherwise in which case the percentage of wool shall not be less than 
0 per cent.

Agencies (hereinafter referred to as the Agency) recognised under Section 7 of 
the Expoit (Qua.ity Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963) to enable 
It to carry out the inspection in accordance with rule 3. 

(2) Every intimation under sub-rule (1) shall reach the office of the Agency 
not less than seven days before the expected date of shipment and a copy of such 
intimation shall be simultaneously forwarded to the nearest office of the Export 
Inspection Council. 

(3) On receipt of the intimation under sub-rule (2) the Agency shall inspect 
the consignment of carpets with a view to see that the same conform to the speci¬ 
fications recognised under section 6 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection)

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(4) Ii after inspection, the Agency is satisfied that the consignment of carpets 
to be exported complies with the requirement of rule 3, It shall within seven 
days of the receipt of intimation under sub-ruie (2) issue a certificate to the ex¬ 
porter declaring the consignment exportworthy or otherwise as the case may be, 
and shall simultaneously endorse copy of the certificate to the nearest office of the 
Export Inspection CounciL 

5. Place of inspection .—Inspection of carpets for the purpose of this rule shall 
be carried out either (a) at the premises of the manufacturer or (b) at the pre¬ 
mises of the exporter, provided adequate facilities for the purpose exist therein. 

6. Inspection fee .—A fee of 50 paise for every one hundred rupees of F.O.B. 
value of the consignment shall be paid as inspection fee under these rules along 
with the application, 

7. Appeal .—Any person aggrieved by the refusal of the Agency to issue a certi¬ 
ficate under sub-rule (4) of rule 4 may, within 10 days of receipt of communica¬ 
tion of such refusal by him, prefer an appeal to a panel of experts consisting of 
not less than 3 persons appointed for the purpose by the Central Government, 

(2) The decision of the panel on such appeal shall be final.
